LABOR  GOVERNMENT 
WEA1HERS  CRISIS 
mSTHENGTHTEST 

LONDON.  July  18.— The  Labor 
Government  tonttht  safely  weath- 
ered anoMier  of  the  ertels  by  which 
it  haa  been  bsset  In  a  ssries  re- 
cently, defeating  by  312  votes  to  341 
a  Conservative  motion  propoatng 
ssfcFcuardlng  of  home  markets 
against  "Unfair  foreign  eompeu- 
tlon.' 

The  motion  wa-i  madr  by  formei 
Premier  Stanley  Baldwin,  and 
regarded  as  a  vote  of  censure. 

Instead  of  a  slender  margin  of 
two  votes,  by  which  the  Laborltes 
avoided  defeat  during  the  finance 
bill  debate  last  week,  tonights  bal- 
lot showed  lhr  Government  stand- 
ing firmly  v.nh  a  mnjorltv  of  sev- 
enty-on**,  a  ii:ntt;iii  rtinif .-rlable 
as  to  warn  lu  foes  lo  proceed  cau- 
tiously la  developtng  further  moves.

The  first  habit  to  establish  Is  to  go 
to  the  toUet  rcRularly  at  deAnlte 
times  and  sUy  there  for  at  laaat 
five  minutes.  It  Is  a  grsat  nriirtftkfi 
to  wall  until  you  have  to  ga  If  you 
do  not  set  aside  a  deflnlte  time  in  the 
morning  and  evening,  something  ehe 
U  sure  to  avert  your  attention,  and 
before  you  know  It  the  boweU  will 
become  accustomed  to  their  addl- 
tkmal  load  and  vUt  lall  to  tuitUy 
you. 

In  nearly  every  case  of  habitual 
constipation  these  nerves  become 
leas  seostttve  and  the  patient  may 
ikot  be  aware  or  his  condition.
